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WHAT’S MY STORY?

| WITNESSED THE END OF ONGOING CONFLICTS BETWEEN MINERS AND
MINE OWNERS THAT HAD TAKEN PLACE THROUGHOUT THE 1930s.

At issue was Harlan County miners’ right to unionize. Decade-long violence came to
a head on July 12, 1939, when members of the Kentucky National Guard had a
shootout with striking miners. The National Guard had arrived in mid-May, having
been sent by Gov. Keen Johnson to “keep the peace” between coal companies and
striking workers. A member of the 123" cavalry carried this nightstick, which has a
horse’s head, a sergeant’s chevron and the word “HG123” carved in it. The Guard
left in October after the strike ended.
